New Yorx, March 23—A Paris special 
says: Last evening, about seyen o'clock, an 
Outbreak eccurred in the Place Vendome. 
The iveurgents had been very mueb irri- 
tated by th» proclamation that the National 
Assemb!y had isened, ad had determined te 
resist the same. 

The temper of the general public, as they 
stood around discussing the situation, was 
*ufficient to excite the ‘anger of the Reds, 
for they were denounced on all hands and 
the outrages spoken of in bitter terms. One

Spperent sympathy with the insurgents. The 
discussion grew very heated and the groups 
people together, all evidently 
ripe for mischief, became so alarming that 
an order was given to the martial guard to 
clearthe Place Vendome. The people re- 
fused to leave, and the guard fired, killing 
five pesons and wounding many others. This 
firing was successful in clearing the Place 
Vendome, and,as many of the crowd were in-

By order of the Swiss Council the soldiers 
of the French army interned in Switzerland, 
who are provided with railroad tickets or 
morey for their fares, are permitted to return 
to France. 

The Government has requested the Ger- 
mans not to bombard Paris, lest the invocent 
may suffer. 

General Cremer has been summoned to 
Versailies, but failing to appear, he will be 
tried for disobedience of orders. 

The Outicek Gleomy. 

Paris, March 22,10 Pr. m.—There has been 
no further bloodshed since 6 o’clock. The 
armed insurgents have been reinforced. The 
city is gloomy and excitement intense. The 
Nationals, under orders of the Central Re- 
publicfn Committee, have occupied Fort 
Vincennes unapposed, the garrison frater- 
nizing with them as soon as they appeared.

Col. Endes has been ap- 
pointed Delegate Minister of War, and Long- 
lier Delegate Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
Gep. Chanzy is still held a prisoner by tbe 
insurgents. ‘The Bourse is deserted.

The 
curtain bas but just gone down on a great 
historical picture, when it is rung up on a 
local tragedy that opens with sensaticnal 
effects, whilst all the world looks on in 
suspense and dare not ask itself “what 
comes next?”

The Close of the Session, 

The Kentucky Legislature bas adjourned 
at last. It eked out its existence as long 
as it was able and dicd reluctantly. No 
one mourns it but itself, Whilst it lived 
it was regarded as incapable. Now that it 
is dead it will be remembered only as the 
weakest assembly that was ever elected in 
the State. Its conduct throughout was 
whimsical and inconsistent. Its charac- 
teristic seems to have been champagne and 
cigars. Alternately siuffed with vanity 
and spleen, and oysters and grog, it grew 
arrogant and fat. It affected statesmanship 
and good dinners. It had amazing talent 
for idleness, frivolity and supercilious con- 
ceit. It may be deecribed, in brief, as a 
great sham and humbug, squandering the 
money of the State, sacrificing the in- 
terest of its constituents, pampering its 
appetites and fabricating campa‘gn mate 
rial for the use of the Radicals. The rec- 
ord it leaves behiad it 1s simply disgraceiul. 
Kentucky is Well rid of it. The Demo- 
eratic people rejoice that it is no more. 
May we never see its like again. 

We write these words in sorrow, 
anger. They are true words. hey 
express public opinion. No man 
will deny them; but, lest they should be 
charged with exaggeration or malice, it 
may not be amiss to support them with a 
few details illustrative ot the gcneral pic- 
ture they convey. Invcctive confesses it- 
seli powerless. The career of this Legisla- 
ture is a withering invective. 

Take its action on any onc of the leading 
questions that came betore it—thé Cincin- 
nati railroad bill, the Kuklux bill, the 
conventional interest bill, the negro testi- 
mony bill—and we have nothing but a 
weary chronicle of purpoceless imbecility 
and pretentiolis display. 

It came to Louisville to be wined and 
dined, and there was en orgy at the Galt 
House. It went to Cincinnati to be stuffed 
and swilled, and there was an orgy there. 
Then it weat back to Franktort, where it 
was suffueed with liquor and tobacco. It 
beat the Cincinnati bill. It passed the 
Cincinpati bill. Then, having paid its 
debt, it finally killed it outright, the 
House, which had voted both ways, leav- 
ing the Senate to finish the job. Every- 
body about the Capital Hotel knows that 
the lobbying was shocking to decency. 
Everybody in Frankfort can bear witness 
to the low moral standard that prevailed 
whilst Lounsville and Cincinnati turnished 
plenty of iood and drink and kept the 
situation warm and lively onsccret service 
luxuries.

The 
most liberal republican form of govern- 
ment seems to him oppressive and unjust, 
It would appear that the freer the govern- 
ment 1s, the more opposition it meets with 
in Paris. During the long and oppressive 
reign of NAPOLEON III. there was a good 
deal of declamation about his tyranny. 
Until, however, the disaster at Sedan 
crushed all his prospects there was no se- 
rious or really important revolt; while the 
present liberal representative government 
of France had bardly been installed when 
the Reds commenced the present atrocious 
and inexcusable insurrection. The Parisi- 
ans have always been fickle and prompt 
to resort to measures of violence. More 
than two centuries ago Louis XIV. said: 
“The Parisians must be governed with an 
ron band,’ and the sagacious and cautious 
COLBERT added, with a smile: “True, sire, 
but the ion hand that rules them must be 
incased in a velvet glove.’ What was 
suid of them at that time can be 
said of them _ today. They are 
stillthe same unruly, violent spirits that 
fought in the wars ot Henry LV. and Louis 
XII{I1., and struggled in the issurrection of 
the Fronde. Only the nobles who used to 
lead them in their revolts against the mon- 
archs of France have been replaced by 
radical demagogues, who incite them to 
insuriection and deeds of violence for just 
as trifling and ynsane chimeras as_ the old 
feudal lores in the times ot Mazarin. We 
do bot wish to be misunderstood and cre- 
ate the impression that we put all the in- 
habitants of Paris, or even the majority ot 
them, into this category. On the Contrary, 
the gieat majority of the people of the me- 
tropolis are as peaceable and respectable 
as any Class in France.

JOHN GILBERT'S WILL. 


Was He Sane or Insane, or What was 
the Matter wih Him when 
He Made It. 


A’ FCLL HISTORY. 


The argument in the interesting Gilbert wil) 
case commences in the Uounty Court to-day. 
The following is a synopsis of the circumstances 
as gleared from the cvidenc-. 

The third week of the trial of this case bevan 
yesterday in the County Court, and the argument» 
which will be lengthy and exhaustive, wil! not 
begin before the last of the week, 

John Gilbert, the testator, was about seventy 
years of sge at thetime of his death,in Decem- 
ber, 1570. He made awill on Saturday, the 6th 
day of Augast, 1870, and on that day potated out 
certain chasgesin the draft of the will, then 
signed by him, which changes were made tn the 
original draft of the wt!) by interlineation. On 
the 18th day of August, 1870, a clean copy of the 
will of August 6th, 1870, having been prepared, 
the testator signed it in the presence of three at- 
testing witnesses, John W. Story, Jarrett Gosnell 
and Phillip Husser. We have heretofore pub- 
lished acopy of this second will. 
coliected that by it V. R. Bartlett wae made exec- 
utor, that the nicce of Gilbert's wife, Joan Rosell, 
was endowed with Gilbert's bouse and lot 
on Main street, Butchertown, nearly opposite 
the Woodland Garden, valued at $500; that $2,000 
were willed to orphans of Confederate soldiers 
of the State of Virginia, acd that the remainder 
of the fortune of the testator was divided among 
his grand-children, excluding his children from 
participation. John Gilbert was a farmer and 
hemp manufacturer, rear Lexington, Kentucky, 
and had eleven chiidren, to-wit: Ist. Sarah, 
married to Jeremiah McMeekin, a farmer, and 
occasionally engaged in the bu cher business— 
worth about $40,000. 2d. Heary Gilbert, 47 
years of age, a farmer, and proprietor of a shoe- 
store in Lexington; estimated to be worth $50,- 
000. 3d. Ellza McMeekin, but deceased before 
her father’s death, leaving Bettie, since married 
to Mr. Barclay, of Georgetown, Ky., Charles 
Francis and Sarah, her calldren. 4th. Martha 
Jape, married to Thomas Avcams, a tlnner of 
Lexington; in limited circumstances. 6th. 
Charles Gilbert, a far ner,ansd father of a large 
famiivand a man of very small means: 6th, 
William Gilbert, about 28 years of age, a man 
with quite a number of children and in rather 
reduced circumstancas; 7th, Hanvah Gilbert, 
married to Powhatian Downutng, a farmer in 
Devis county, Mo: sih, Jobo Gilbert, deceased 
before his father’s ceath, leaving no children; 
9'n, James Gilbert, avout 33 years of age, whe

THE DUTIES OF CITIZENSHIP. 


An me yee Case in Judge Baliard’s 
2 pt rowing Out of the War. 

In pine upon the instructions asked by 
counsel yesterday, in the case of Bo; d ve. Harper 
et al., Judge Ballard said he had hoped thatthe 
last case growing Out of the late unhappy war 
bad been finally disposed of. He did not, how- 
ever, know of any question about which the 
people at large bad a less intelligent comprehen- 
sion thanin respect tothetr duties as citis20s 
during a state of war; although the books teach 
that the citizens of one government are the ene- 
mies of another government whilst war ts betag 
waged between the two countries. The people 
of Kentucky imagined they were doing their 
whole cuty lo remaining at home and not par- 
ticipating inthe rebellion. This was a miscon- 
ception of their duties. It was a crime to sym- 
atphize with the revelliov; to visit, to talk with 
or to meet with rebels tn any manner, except on 
the field of battle. Im the case at bor, Bovd, 
who was a rebel tn sympathy, if not actually in 
the fleld, had been arrested bythe defendants 
during the war, acting as home-guards, and he 
anda number of mules and herses, which he 
was supposed to be taking South, were turned 
over to the Federal authorities. For this arrest 
he brought sult, alleging heavy damages. 

Judge Ballard read from Vattel and Kent to 
show the relative rights and duties of citizens 
inwar. He acknowledged the difficulty in our 
war of determining whe were enemies—a aifmi- 
culty which did not appear io a war between for- 
eigo countries. And yet in the late war it had 
been held that thore who resided in certain ter- 
ritortal limite were enemies, whatever their 
sympathies. In a certain case,where Moore, a 
rebel, brought suit after the war closed, against 
a party for the infringement of a patent whilst 
he was in the Southern army, it was heid he could 
not recover. 

To settle all these questions, the Legislature 
hed passed mMagnanimously an ac’ granting am- 
nesty to ell parties eogaged on either side. 
Before this, the extraordinary speciacie was 
exhibited of Federal soldiers suffering under 
disabilities in cases where protection was 
awerded Confederate soidiers. To shield 
the de‘endants In this suit, it was not nee 
cessaly that Boyd should have been a Confeder- 
ate suldier. It was enough if he sympathiz; with 
the rebelYon, and pubiicly announced his sym- 
pathy. Ifthe jury believed that the plainufm had 
given aid and comfort to the Southern soldier, 
before the arrest, or had communicated with 
the eue my, or held bimeeif out as a sympathizer, 
whetter he wasa soldier or pnot,!f the defend- 
apts arrested with property inteaded to suprtly 
tue r. bel armies, and turped tt over to tif: Ual- 
ted States authorities, the plaintiff could not 
maintain bis actioa. More than this, even coa- 
ceding all the plealntif’ ateged, this suit was 
barrcd both by the amnesty aad the statute of

A Mysterious Sick Man Picked Up in 
the Street tor a Drunkard ead Put 
in Jail, where he Dies. 

Wednesday morning between eight and nice 
o’ clock, Officer *mith found a man lyicg on ais 
face ip a heipiless and insensldbie condition, at the 
intes:section cf Eighth and J: ffersou -'rreis 
Finding bis «ffurts to arou-e the man uvavailing, 
the officer procured an express Wagon la which 
he conveyed him to the jail. 

When the map was about to be put into accel} 
Dr. Pope :aw bim and sald tbat be was drunk, 
but cosme)!] of liquor was perceptible, and the 
eficer wa cof the opipioa that tt was not a case 
of drunkeniers.’ Towaras the afiernoon Mr. 
Graff, ore of the jall of}cials, wa: tnformed that 
the man «ho wags arrestetin the morning was 
veryill, Mr.Greff had him removed from the 
close cell and brought to the hal!, where he was 
laid upon blankets; and, considering that he 
ought to be sent to the hospital, Mr. Graff dis- 
patcheda messenger foritbe doctor who, row- 
ever, arrived shorily afier the messenger had 
left. This was between 2 and 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. Dr. Pope, accompanied bv - Officer 
Smith and Mr. Graff, went to the place where tte 
man iay. He was now lying face downwards on 
the floor, having roiled off the blankets, although 
he had been several times placed on them. 
Green matter «fused from his mouth and nos- 
trils, as it Lad done ever since he had been 
committed. The doctor felt his pulse, 
had him turned over on his back, and said 
that there was nothing the matier with him, and 
that he would be all mght when the whisky was 
out of him. He «as not, therefore, sent to the 
hospital, but remained inthe same place and in 
the same condition until about six o'clock, when 
he was removed for a short time to bis cell, whilst 
the floor of the hall was being washed, and again 
brought out, as his sufieripgs appeared to b2 tn- 
creased by the close atmo-phere of tbe cell. 
About ha'f-past twelve o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Mr. Early, another of the jail offictals,Dr.Pope 
and one of the police force cameino. The Doctor 
asked if the man had been taking anything, ana 
he was infe:rmed@ that be had nei her eaten nor 
drapk. There was an unsuccessful attempt made 
some tim2 b¢ fore to give him some whisky. About 
three-quarters of an hour afterwards the doctor 
came in again and said that the man’s pulse was 
good. Afier receiving every attention from the 
efficers of thejatl and acts of Kindness from the 
prisoners the man died, without having returned 
to consefoushess, about five o’clock yestetday 
morning. 

Nothiog was found upon his person to identify 
him. In his pockets were found two “medicine 
bottles.” His clothes were very ragged and 
dirty, and be Wore a white hat. His age is sup- 
ported to be somewhere between 45 and 65 
years. Officer Butler thinks he rec gnizes him 
as W. T. Jones, who served during the war in 
the Seventeenth Kentucky U.S. Infantry, and 
had lived at Hopkipsville or Madisonviliec, in 
this State. 

The Coroner is said to have held an inquest on 
the body of deceased between six and seven 
o’cloeck vesterday morpirg; but of this there 
was DO memorandum to be found on the Coro- 
ner’s slate, or any s‘atement of tbe verdict, nor | 
could any one give any information whither the 
remains bad been conveyed from the jail. The 
facts in this strange case are told with as greata 
degree of accuracy as the sources whence the 
information waz obtained permitt 2d.

clearthe Place Vendome. The psople re- 
fused to leave, and the guard fired, killing 
five pesons and wounding many others.. This 
firing was successful in clearing the Place 
Vendome, and,as many of the crowd were in- 
surgents with chassepots in their hands, their 
indisposition to return the fire was regarded 
as yery significant. Paris bas, however, be- 
come mach calmer, and the absence of com- 
petent leaders witn the issurgents, induces 
citizens to belicve that the rioters are not 
supported. 

Mayor HReinstated. 

The National Guards on Tuesday reinstated 
the Mayor of the sixth arrondissement, who 
had been expelled from office by the insur- 
gents.

NO ADJOURNMENT. 

Wasninoton, D. C., March 23.—It Is at 
last settled that there is to be a session of 
Congress. The President has spoken, and the 
House has reversed its decision fora tival 
adjournment, and decided to remain and leg- 
isiate On the condition of affairs in the South. 

THE REASON WHY. 

This sudden change was brought about by 
the President sending to both houses a spe- 
cial message, alluded to in the dispatches last 
night, in which he urgently recommends such 
legislation as in the judgmen*’ of Congress 
sha}l effectually assure life, liberty, and prop- 
erty and the eviorcement of the law in all 
parts of the United States, 

THE OBLIGING MEMBERS, 
the House as soon 

was read Mr. 
from ihe Republican side, moved 
fom a select committee of nine to 
whom the message should be referred, with 
inggruc tions to report a bill, Lt was amusing 
to see in the debate that followed the Re- 
publican members who had been opposing 
such legislation turn around and yield to the 
Presidential beek by tavoring it now. Mr. 
Dawes, who had been pre-eminent in endeavor 
ing to secure a final adjournment, was eud- 
denly williog to stay aud legislate, and Mr. 
Garfield, who ten days ago demonstrated 
quite clearly that the President had ali the 
power that was needed to enforce the laws 
and suppress disorder, now saw the situation 
inavery different hight, and thought that Con- 
grers Ougbt to remain and do something. 
Many of the Republicans bad not ao boar be- 
fore yoted that there was reason why the 
Liouse should sit longer than Monday next, 
fre reception of the Presidential message of 
pot more than twenty lines wrougbta!l this 
change andsecured a united vote in the Re- 
publican rauks. Tye Democratic members 
meade the point on the President that two 
weeks ago he informed Congress, througnb the 
joint ccammittee, that be had no business to 
communicate to Congress, and that no event 
hes transpired to induce such a suddeao 
chupge of bis mind, Gen, Farnsworth op- 
posed the opinion that some Republican Sen- 
ators or members had been to the White 
House and changed it forhim. Gen. But'er 
was iu great glee that Speaker Blaine 
avd Messrs. Dawes and Garitieldand other 
Republican members, who bad been opposing 
legisiation, had at last beeu forced to come 
out in favor of it.

More than this, he was 
first elected to the Senate by the Democrats 
ot Massachusetts, among which he bad deeu 
born and bred. During that memoranle Sen- 
aterial struggle he was brouvht out by the 
Democracy as their candidate agains! the di-- 
tunguished Whig nominee, repeatediy- re- 
ceived the vote «f every Democratic member 
of the Legislature, which at that session bap- 
pened to contain a Jarge body of the most is- 
fluential Democrats in the State, Was in the 
end triumphantly elected in spite of the 
strenuous opposition of the Whigs, led by 
Daniel Webster, and bis success was 8 .0n 
followed by the dissviution of the old Federai- 
Whig party, which bad ruied Massachusetts 
from the days of Washington. 

Mr. Sumver has on some great occasions 
fought shoulder to sboulder with distingui-h- 
ed Democrats. In 1848 he affl'iate with the 
New ork Bernburvers in support of 
Maitin Van Buren for the Presidency, and 
carried a free lance in that famous struggie by 
the side of Prince John, of Lindeuwald, Dean 
Richmond, Samuel J. Tilden, Jadge Church 
and other shining hgbts in the Democratic 
firmament.

Mr. Sumner’s friends, while diecleimiog any 
responsibility for its language, declare its 
main avermestise substantialiy correct. The 
folloWipg paragraphs contaim the substance 
of it:

Ancient 
abuses and modern vices, aspirations 
and theories, feudalism and radicalism, 
abject servitude and. overleaping license, 
seem under every possible condition to be 
able to flourish side by side; and these 
produce those startling contrasts which 
have shocked the sensibilities of mankind 
ever since the Reign of Terror and 
furnished the theater of European affairs 
with most of is dramatic equipment. The 
curtain bas but just gone down on a great 
historical picture, when it is rung up on a 
local tragedy that opens with sensational 
effects, whilst all the world looks on in 
suspense and dare not ask itself “what 
comes next?” 


The Chose of the Session. 

The Kentucky Legislature has adjourned 
at last. It eked outits existence as long 
as it was able and died reluctantly. No 
oné mourns it but itself. Whilst it lived 
it was regarded as incapable. Now that it 
is dead it will be remembered only as the 
weakest assembly that was ever elected in 
the State. Its conduct throughout was 
whimsical and inconsistent. Its charac- 
teristic seems to have been ¢hampagte and 
cigars. Alternately stuffed with vanity 
and spleen, and oysters and grog, it grew 
arrogant and fat. It affected statesmanship 
and good dinners. It had amazing talent 
for idleness, frivolity and supercilious con- 
ceit. It may be described, in brief, as a 
great sham and humbug, squandering the 
money of the State, sacrificing the in- 
terest of its constituents, pampering its 
appetites and tabricating campa‘gn mate. 
rial for the use of the Radicals. The rec- 
ord it leaves behind it 1s simply disgrace(ul. 
Kentucky is well rid of it. The Demo- 
cratic people rejoice that it is no more. 
May we never see its like again. 

We write these words in sorrow, 
anger. They are true words. They 
express public opinion. No man 
will deny them; but, lest they should be 
charged with exagveration or malice, 1t 
may not be amiss to support them with a 
few details illustrative of the general pic- 
ture they convey. Invective contesses it- 
self powerless. The career of this Legisla- 
ture is a withering invective. 

Take its action on any one of the leading 
questions that came betore it—the Cincin- 
nati railroad bill, the Kuklux bill, the 
conventional interest bill, the negro testi- 
mony bill—and we have nothing but a 
weary chronicle ot purpoceless imbecility 
and pretentious display. 

It came to Louisville to be wined and 
dined, and there was ep orgy at the Galt 
House. It went to Cincinnati to be stuffed 
and swilled, and there was an orgy there. 
Then it went back to Frankfort, where it 
was suffused with liquor and tobacco. It 
beat the Cincinnati bill. It passed the 
Cincinnati bill. Then, having paid its 
debt, it finally killed it outright, the 
House, which had voted both ways, leay- 
ing the Senate to finish the job. Every- 
body about the Capita? Hotel knows that 
the lobbying was shocking to decency. 
Everybody in Frankfort can bear witnoss 
to the low moral standard that prevailed 
whilst Louisville and Cincinnati turnished 
plenty of tood and drink and kept the 
situation warm and lively onsccret service 
luxuries. People may lauzh at all this. 
But it was no laughing matter. It was 
merely corruption considerably drunk and 
hilarious. That is all. 

We need not speak of its vacillation as 
to negro testimiony. Reason has long ago 
exhausted the argament on that subject. 
But what shall we say of its treatment of 
the Kuklux bill? It piddled from first to 
last, and dared not act. Its timidity served 
to encourage violence which incrcssed its 
audacity. Outlawry went on unchallenged 
under its very elbow. It paid no attention 
to the North Benson affair; which rang 
over all the coun‘ry. It did not so much 
as rebuke the raid upon Franktort. But 
it was quick to revenge itsclfon ay anony- 
mous correspondent of a weak and unin- 
fluential newspaper who had offended its 
dignity. 

In the matter of the Kuklux we see how 
jts =on-action has embarrassed us at 
Washington. Our Senators and Repre- 
sentatives are weaponicss. They can say 
nothing. The Legislature has put the 
weapons in the hands of theenemy. When 
Mr. SHERMAN taunts us with havin done 
nothing, and bases his argument in favor 
of Federal interference on the fact that we 
have done nothing, we are dumb. The

They will admit 
what we have said; and, let us hope, that 
it will not be said in vain, but that the 
people will take the matter in hand this 
summer, and make it count for something 
in the selection of members to the next 
Aseembly. | 


“The Par Mob. 

The late events in France have suffi- 
ciently proved the correctness of our posi- 
tion, when sve regarded the removal) of the 
seat of the French Asembes Nationale 
from Bordecux to Versailles as an erro- 
neous measure. Thisis undoubtedly the 
greatest mistake the Government of 
TuirErs has made since it came into power. 
In an article published several days ago 
we stated that no city nearer Paris than 
Fontainebleau should have been chosen for 
the seat of the French Assembly, if it was 
the intention ot the mem who hold the 
destinies of Francein their hands to have 
the delegates from the different provinces 
got with the freedom and independence 
requisite fora proper regulation of the al- 
fairs of that unto’tunate country. During 
the revolution of 1789 the Parisians made 
trequent raids on Versailles, and what they 
did then they can do now. Versailles is 
almost witbin range of the outer forts of 
Paris, and the anxiety of the government 
to gather au enormous mass of troops 
around the city as a protection against the 
insurgents of Pans shows sufliciently their 
cetimate of the danger. 

If France does rot desire to become a 
second Spam, the seat of 
ought to remain ai a-proper distance from 
the turbulent capital, and when the Na- 
tional Assembly is once in security the 
danger to the country at large would 
not be so much nmperied 
by the acts of the Parisians as at present. 
The population of Paris, at least that por- 
tion of it that rules there by violence, is 
of such a character that frequent outbreaks 
of the same sort as the present may be ex- 
pected until the affairs of the country have 
been definitely settled and a strong gov. 
ernment is installed. The Parisian’s idea 
of a republic is simply anarchy. The 
most liberal. republican form of govern- 
ment seems to him oppressive and unjust, 
It would appear that the freer the govern- 
ment 1s, the more opposition it meets with 
in Paris. During the long and oppressive 
reign of NAPOLEON III. there was a good 
deal of declamation about his tyranny. 
Until, however, the disaster at Sedan 
crusbed all his prospects there was no se- 
rious or really important revolt; while the 
present liberal representative government 
of France had hardly been installed when 
the Reds commenced the present atrocious 
and inexcusable insurrection. . The Parisi- 
ans have always been fickle and prompt 
to resort to measures of violence. More 
than two centuries ago Louis XIV. said: 
“The Parisians must be governed with an 
1ron band,” and the sagacious and cautious 
CoLBERT added, with a smile: “Trne, sire, 
but the iion hand that rules them must be 
incased in a velvet glove.” What was 
said of them at that time can be 
said of them to-day. They are 
still the same unruly, violent spirits that 
tought in the wars ot HENRy LY. and Louis 
XII. and struggled in the insurrection of 
the Fronde. Only the nobles who used to 
lead them in their revolts against the mon- 
archs of France have been repleced by 
radical demagogues, who incite them to 
insurrection and deeds of violence for just 
as trifling and msane chimeras as _ the old 
feudal lorcs in the times of Mazarin. We 
do not wish to be misunderstood and cre- 
ate the impression that we put all the in- 
habitants of Paris, or even the majority of 
them, into this category. On the contrary, 
the gieat majority of the people ot the me- 
tropolis are ‘as peaceable and respectable 
as apy class in France.

JOHN GILBERT'S WILL. 


Was He Sane or Insane,or What was 
the Matter wih Him when 
He Made It. 


A FOLL HISTORY. 


The argument in the interesting Gilbert wi!) 
case commences in the County Court to-day. 
The following is a synopsis of the circumstances 
as gleaned from the evidences. 
The third week of the trial of this case becan 
yesterday in the County Court, and the argument» 
which willbe lengthy and exhaustive, wil! not 
begin before the last of the week. 
Jobn Gilbert, the testator, was about seventy 
years of age at thetime of bis death,in Decem- 
ber, 1670. He made a will on Saturday, the 6th 
day of August, 1870, and on that day pointed out 
certain changes in the draft of the will, then 
signed by him, which changes were made in the 
original draft of the wi! by Interlineation. On 
the 18th day of August, 1870, a clean copy of the 
will of August 6th, 1870, having been prepared, 
the testator signed It in the presence of three at- 
testing witnesses, John W. Story, Jarrett Gosnell 
and Phillip Husser. We have heretofore pub- 
lished acopy ofthis second will. It will be re- 
collected that by it V. R. Bartlett was made exec- 
utor, that the niece of Gilbert's wife, Joan Rosel!, 
was endowed with Glibert’s bouse and lot 
on Main street, Butchertown, nearly opposite 
the Woodland Garden, valued at $500; that $2,000 
were willed to orphans of Confederate soidiers 
of the State of Virginia, ard that the remainder 
of the fortune of the testator was divided among 
bis grand-children, excluding his children from 
participation. John Gilbert was a farmer and 
hemp manufacturer, near Lexington, Kentucky, 
and had eleven chiidren, to-wit: lst. Sarah, 
married to Jeremiah McMeekin, a farmer, and 
occasionally engaged in the bu cher business— 
worth about $40,000. 2d. Heory Gilbert, 47 
years of age, a farmer, and proprietor of a shoe- 
store in Lexington; estimated to be worth §50,- 
000. 3d. E'‘lza McMeekin, but deceased before 
her father’s death, leaving Bettie, since married 
to Mr, Barclay, of Georgetown, Ky., Charles 
Francis and Sarab, her children, 4th.

Le:tua, drat 
mairied to Watson Myers, and now married to 
Mr. Royal'y, a grocer at Lexiogton. By? the pro- 
visions of the will, two of the — or rather 
their ofispring, were disinhertied, vig: Letitia, 
his youngest and favorite dauyvhter, for the al- 
leg<d reason that she married against her fath- 
er’s will, and a map who was believed 
by the tather to be a gambter, and 
James Gilbert and his childrea by the negro 
woman, abducted by him to Ohio. Bit” the 
other heirs, although their cbildren = sre 
endowed by the will, object to the pro- 
bate of it for the alleged res8on that Gilber 
Was oot mintally capabie of making a tarfut 
disposition of his property, aud thar, on the part 
of bis wife’s niece, Joan Bosell, who was an tn- 
mate of Gtibdert’s house and bis nurse for the 
last eighteen or twenty sear#, undue inflience 
was used, which led to tbe exclusion of the 
children tn favor of the graod-chitdreu of the 
testator. 

The preof brought by both sides ts very volu- 
mincus, and iftan appeal should be takeu from 
the decision Of the County Court and the Jeff:. 
son Court of Common Pleas, the record wil! 
probably be the largest which ever went up to 
the Court ofAppeais. Principal witnesses for the 
contestants of the wili are Dr. D. Bell, 
Dr. R. J. Spurr and Dr. James 8. Offert, of L«x- 
ington,and Dr. J, O. Ress, Dr. Shadburne ana 
Dr. Alien, of Louisville, all of whom treated the 
restator professionaliy. The Lexington physt- 
Clans state that about eighteen years ago Wilbert 
fell down in the street and suffered a severe at- 
tack of apoplexy, which caused lesion of the 
brain, and incepacttated him for eusiness. They 
describe this injury tothe bratp to have been of 
such a serious character as to make a recovery 
lmpo-sible. Gilbert became restiess, irritable, 
could Bot coptro! bis appetite, was affected with 
Swimming and heaviness in the head, took a vio- 
leni vversion to bis family. was guilty of very in- 


discreet acta, expressed himself very profanely 
regerding the bonesty of men, the virtue of 
women, the sincerity of minister: of the Gospel; 
in shcrt, gave evidence of a very cynicai 
babii of mind; al of which impressed 
the wWitne ses with the belief that his 
menial powers had become permanently 
and irre’rievably impaired. The Loulsaviile phys- 
ictans tell of severe paralytic strokes in 1870, 

which were, at times, more especially on the very 
dav when the first wiil was made,of sucha 
charccier as to deprive him of all power of mo- 
tion avd speech,and which madeit,in their 
Opicion, impossivie for Gilbert to sign his name 
io the will, even If he bad the capacity to make a 
Valid disposition of hisp operty. 

This te:timony is met by the propounders with 
evidence which is cqually polsted and decided, 
tbus reducing the contest to the simple question 
whether the witnesses for conte:tahis or pro- 
pounders are to believed. 

According to the evidence produc *d by pro- 
pouccers, the following is true: Gilbert was a 
Man Oo! uncommonly good busipessa qualifica- 
tions, Weil Versea io rea! estate and finances, and 
coing a large Lusiness in discounting ootes, and 
almost to the day Of Dis death was as firm of will 
and as prove to take advantage of a good cbanc> 
10 make morey as in bis young days. Mra. 
Holmes, bis sister, Who visited him the same day 
when the Orst will was made, states that Gilbert 
*““was perfectiy and entirely at himself,’’ that be 
Was pever ingade, and that up to Gildert’s iast 
s.ckness, in November, i870, no:hiog had ever 
come to her knowledee, or had been in't- 
maid by others, which could lead her 
tothe telief that Gilbert’s soundoess of mind 
We: at all doubted. Irey all know that Gilbert 
had been sick occasionaliy. b's suffe: ings begin- 
ning about twenty year, ago Wilb ao aff-ction of 
the hea’. causing himto have his hair cut ghort 
and 10 wearin Bis bat wet cloths or pieces of 
.c- 1p « Diadder (to cool bis head, bui they de:ali 
agreat Many Impo:tani Dusinéss transactions 
CTTitd on by Gilbert without any as-istance and 
With covsiderable financial succes, and the fact 
that the larger portion of Gilber:’s estate was in - 
vest d In promissory uct*s, allof which seemto 
be well secured, may oe considered as 4 corrod- 
Orating fact for the prevoundel’s assertion that 
Gilb-rt’s state of wing wassuch that he was abl - 
to do business profitably. Bu’ the contestants of 
the will reiy with great force upon an 
insaD - aver-ion raid ‘Oo have existed 
in tbe mind of tilbert against his 
chiidren, which, if proved, woult be a good 
ground for setting aside the wilt. The evidence 
oo.this bead is no less cooflicting than that re- 
gaiding Gilveri’s phy-icaland mental bealth. 
While itis urged on the one band that bis chil- 
dien bad not Kept company with him on account 
of bis habits, o-cene language and indiscreet 
behavior, and that, without fault on their part, 
he conceived a morbid disiike for them, the pro- 
pouoders of the wil! bave urged that their father 
disinberitd them. aud they bring against them 
grave charges. They say that Thoinas Glibert, 
ope Of his sons, was confined in jail for 
theft of bogs dusipg the war; that his favorite 
daughier ran off witha man named Meyers aod 
married against her faiber’s wishes a mano 
w bop be cousivered a gambler; that bis daugh- 
ter Hannah, in 1446, gave birth toa child forty- 
eight hours after ber marriage, and that her 
busband fileda bill for divorce in the Fayette 
Circuu Court, which was granted. They also 
cbarge that another son (John). was arrested for 
ovitatoIng money by faise pre(enses—and unkind- 
ness On the part of most of his children. 

Avother feature of the case is the charge of 
contestants that Joan Rogell used wodue inoflu- 
ence with Mr. Glibert, inducing bim to make the 
willas be did. Thatshe had more intimate rela- 
tions with bim than that of nurse, and bore bim 
several children. 

The testimony of ths medical experts is very 
interesting. Dr. Chipley, of Lexington, was ex- 
amined. @ propounders introduced Dr.Cole- 
men Rogers, of Louisville, Tuesday, as an ex- 
pert, Who gave ® very clear account of the tenets 
of this mosi delicate of all medical specialties. 
Dr. Rogeis cloved his evidence sesterdays, stating 
among o'her things, that ‘artar-emetic given too 
trequentiy would produce convulsions, or epli- 
lep>¥ wWHh vomiting. which, acting tBrough the 
stomach on the brain, wouid produce in-:anity. 

On yesterday Col. Thos. W. Gibson, attorney at 
law, was introdoccd by contestants, after objec- 
tion by the opposite ccunsel, a3 an expert in 
matters of medical jurisprudence. He stated that 
while he bad been a lawyer for thirty-four years, 
be had nevertheless been a bard student of med- 
icine, and bad lectured one term inthe Kentucky 
School. f Medicipe. He had studied Ray, E<- 
guirol, Sankey aud other standard authors. On 
the u atter of Insanity, hia fret inquiry is whether 
it is hereditar)? He thinks three-fourths of such 
cases are hereditary, like cousumptiop. It may 
pass over ore generation, and (hen exhibit-itself. 
Apoplexy ts undoubtedly here dttary. “The brain 
secretes thought, Just as the liver secretes bile.”’ 
Reports from insane asylums as 1o causes of 
inseni'y were very erroneous. A man attends 
aréligious meeting, for instante, and it so hap- 
pen: that just then his insanity developes itse!f, 
whenin tact religion may have nothing to do 
with i:\—hbe begins to talk of religion beciuse it 
is the sutject then uppe:mostin hismind. Ia 
the same way cases of insanity are reported as 
induced by love, domestic trouble, &c,, which in 
fact have nothipg to do with them.

A Man Who Looks Like His Likeness 
in Corydon, Indiana. 


On last Friday the depu’y sheriff of Harrison 
county, Indiana, arrested at Corydon a mao who 
had been lol'ering around that place for several 
days. Hisactions and strange manner had ex- 
cited the suspicions of the officers. He Olled the 
description given of Forrester, the alleged 
Nathan murderer. He was very indignant at bis 
arrest, and made threats of what he would do, 
Stating that be would remain at Corydon until 
be fully proved a good character.

THE DUTIES OF OF CITIZENSHIP. 


An Jupersan’ Case in J udge Baliard’s 
Court Growing Out of the War. 

- Ip remarking upoa the instructions asked by 
counsel yesterday, ia the case of Bo; d vs. Harper 
et al., Judge Batlara said he bad hoped that the 
last case growing Out of the late unhappy war 
bad been Snaily disposed of. He did not, how- 
ever, koOw of any question about which the 
people at large bad a less mtelliwent comprehen- 
sion than in respect totheir duties as citig3rs 
during a state of war; although the books teach 
that the citizens of one government are the ene- 
mies of another government whilst war is beiag 
waged between the two countries. The people 
of Kentucky imagined they weré doing their 
whole duty io remaining at home and not par- 
tictpating inthe rebellion. Tbis was a miscon- 
ception of their duties. It was a crime to sym- 
atphize with the revellior; to visi',to talk with 
or to meet with rebels in any manner, except on 
the field of battle. In the case at bir, Bovd, 
who was a rebel in sympathy, if not actually in 
the field, had been arrested by the defendants 
during the war, acting as bome-guards, and he 
enda number of mules and horses, which he 
was supposed to be taking South. were turned 
over to the Federal authorities. For this arrdst 
he brought sult, alleging heavy damages. 

Judge Ballard read from Vattel and Kent to 
show the relative rights and duties of citizens 
mwar. He acknowledged the difficulty tn our 
war of determining whe were enpemies—a dim- 
culty which aid not appear in a war between for- 
eigo countries. And yet in the late war it had 
been beld that thove who resided to certain ter- 
ritorial limite were enemies, whatever their 
sympathies. In a certain case,where Moore, a 
rebel, brought suit after the war closed, against 
a party for the infringement of a patent wollst 
he was tn the Southern army, it was heid he could 
pot recover. 

To settle all these questions, the Legislature 
hed passed magnanimously an sc’ granting am- 
nesty to all parties engeged on either side. 
Before this, the extraordinary speciacie was 
exhibited of Federal soldiers suffering under 
disabilities in cases was 
awarded Confede 
the de‘’endants In this suit, it was not ne= 
cessal y that Boyd should have» been a Confeder- 
ate soldier. It was enough if he sympathiz . with 
the rebellion, ana pubiiciy announced his sym- 
pathy. Ifthe jury believed that the plain had 
given aid and comfort to the Southern soldier-, 

the arrest, or had communicated with 
the enc mys, or held bimeelf out as a sympathizer, 
whetter he was @ soldier or not, if the defend- 
ants arrested with property intended to suptly 
tue r del armies, and turned tt over to th: Uni- 
ted States authorities, the plaintiff could not 
hanaintain his ection. More than this, «ven con- 
ceding all the plaintif’ allewed, this suit was 
barred both by the amvuesty aad the statute of 
limitations; and he ifstructed the ju.y to find ter 
the defendante.

I: tis thought that by gift 
and kan many gcod beoks may be collected for 
pubite use under this charter without touching 
the cupital stock of (tbecorpora‘ion. The charter 
also authorfzes the publicasion of a literary jour- 
nal, which, it ts believed, witli! furni:b an ex- 
change list suitable for a reading room, and also 
bring to the library meny new publicitions for 
the potices that may be given of them in such @ 
paper. It Is expected to sell enowgh of the
